We are not aware that anything is said in the Scriptures on the subject of conse- 
cration, until Christ came and opened. up the Gospel Dispensation. It is recorded 
that a rich young man came to Jesus, saying, “ Master what shall I do that I may 
inherit eternal life?” There are some peculiarities embodied in this simple question’ 
which are generally overlooked. The young man did net ask what he should do to. 
obtain a portion of salvation—a glory of the moon or of the stars; he appeared. to 
be ambitious to attain to the highest glory, to exaltations and dominions—to. the 
blessings of Eternal Lives. He evidently had not counted the cost of the prize he. 
was seeking, for, after Jesus had enumerated the commandments, he said, “ All these- 
things have I kept from my youth up; what lack I yet?” Jesus said to him, “If. 
thou wilt be perfect, go and sell that thou hast and’ give to the poor, and thou. 
shalt have treasure in heaven, and come and follow me.” This was equivalent. to, 
telling him that it was necessary to sacrifice all that he yet held .dear—his- 
worldly possessions, his honourable position in society, and his good name, and devote. 
the remainder of his life to spreading the Gospel and building up the kingdom; but. 
the young man, like many others, went away sorrowful. In his estimation eternal: 
life: was not worth the sacrifice.
